Surface Gold Ore — A contractor driller received minor injuries when the
truck he was driving experienced engine failure while driving up a 40%
grade road. The truck rolled backward, over a berm and barrel-rolled an
estimated 10 times. The driller was wearing his seat belt.

Best Practices

e Always wear seat belts when operating mobile
equipment.

¢ Train all equipment operators on proper work procedures
and hazard recognition before they operate equipment.

e Conduct pre-operational checks to identify any defects
affecting safe equipment operation before placing into
service.

e Maintain equipment braking and steering systems in good
repair.

e Ensure equipment operators receive proper task training.
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
